I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  1937,  this  being  my  last  year  of  office  as  your 
M.O.H.  I should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the 
friendly  relations  which  have  always  existed  between  the 
Members  of  the  Council  and  myself,  and  I should  like  to 
thank  the  Chairman  personally  for  his  keen  interest  in 
Public  Health  work,  and  for  his  help  at  all  times.  I 
should  like  to  acknowledge  also  the  assistance  I have  had 
from  Mr.  Holmes  (Sanitary  Inspector)  and  your  Clerk, 

Mr.  J.  E.  Chatterton,  throughout  the  past  six  years. 

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA. 

While  agricultural  conditions  perhaps  have  shown  some 
improvement  in  this  Area,  this  is  far  from  being  a wealthy 
district  and  as  a penny  rate  only  brings  in  about  £115  per 
annum  this  must  be  a serious  obstacle  when  considering 
any  expensive  scheme  for  the  betterment  of  the  Area. 
This  certainly  applies  to  any  scheme  for  a supply  of  pure 
water  to  the  Rural  districts,  much  though  this  is  needed, 
and  much  though  I should  have  liked  to  see  such  a scheme 
undertaken  during  my  term  of  office.  The  district  is  a 
thinly  populated  one,  and  this  may  have  its  compensa- 
tions in  tending  to  lessen  the  spread  of  infectious  diseases. 
The  health  of  the  Area  generally  has  been  very  good 
during  the  year.

where  they  are  very  well  looked  after.

SANATORIUM  TREATMENT. 

This  is  available  for  all  persons  (both  adults  and 
children ) suffering  from  Tuberculosis  who  are  recom- 
mended  to  the  County  Council  for  such  treatment  by  the 
Council  s Chief  Tuberculosis  Officer.  Patients  may  be 
referred  for  treatment  in  sanatoria  who  suffer  from 
(a)  Tuberculosis  of  the  lungs;  (b > Tuberculosis  of  the 
glands,  bones,  joints,  or  skin,  if  there  is  a reasonable 
prospect  that  working  capacity  will  be  restored  by  such 
treatment. 


HOSPITAL  TREATMENT. 

Accommodation  for  acute  or  advanced  cases  of  Tuber- 
culosis. pulmonary  or  otherwise,  is  provided,  and  effort  is 
made  to  obtain  Hospital  treatment  for  such  cases  if  the 
home  conditions  are  for  any  reason  unsatisfactory  or  if 
there  is  a risk  of  the  spread  of  infection. 


TUBERCULOSIS  CLINICS. 

Clinics  have  been  established  in  the  market  towns 
mainly  as  centres  for  the  diagnosis  of  Tuberculosis. 
Facilities  are  provided  in  them  to  aid  diagnosis  and 
medical  practitioners  are  invited  to  take  advantage  of 
these  facilities.  Clinics  are  closed  during  Christmas  and 
Easter  weeks.  The  Clinic  at  Horncastle  is  at  Rolleston 
House,  Bridge  Street. 


OPEN-AIR  SCHOOL. 

Delicate  children  with  a tendency  to  Tuberculosis  may 
be  sent  to  an  open-air  school  in  Cheshire.  A day  open- 
air  school  is  available  for  delicate  children  at  Louth. 

DENTAL  TREATMENT. 

The  County  Council  provide  dental  treatment  and  also 
artificial  dentures  at  a low  cost,  or  free,  in  necessitous 
cases. 

EXTRA  NOURISHMENT. 

Extra  nourishment  in  the  shape  of  milk  and  eggs  is 
provided  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Tuberculosis 
Officer  to  patients,  in  accordance  with  the  Regulations  of 
the  Ministry  of  Health. 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

DENTAL  TREATMENT. 

The  County  Council  provide  dental  treatment  as  above 
to  nursing  and  expectant  mothers  who  would  otherwise 
be  unable  to  afford  it.

INSTITUTIONAL  TREATMENT. 

Abnormal  maternity  cases  and  marasmic  infants  may 
be  given  institutional  treatment  on  the  recommendation 
of  the  general  practitioner  in  charge  of  the  case. 

Arrangements  for  maternity  cases  can  be  made  at 
Lincoln  and  Louth.  Applications  for  admission  should 
in  all  cases  be  made  to  the  County  M.O.H. 


INFANT  WELFARE  CENTRES. 

These  centres  have  been  established  in  the  market 
towns  and  in  some  of  the  larger  villages,  where  mothers 
receive  systematic  instruction  in  infant  management. 
Three  lady  doctors  appointed  by  the  County  Council 
attend  periodically  at  these  centres;  they  treat  minor 
ailments  and  advise  mothers  on  points  of  infant  feeding 
and  child  care.  The  Clinic  at  Horncastle  is  held  at 
Rollestone  House. 

PROVISION  OF  MILK. 

Dried  milk  can  be  obtained  for  the  use  of  breast  fed, 
and  children  under  five  years  of  age,  at  Infant  Welfare 
Centres  or  through  village  distributors  at  wholesale  price 
or  below  cost  in  case  of  necessity. 

ENLARGED  TONSILS,  ADENOIDS,  AND  DEFECTS  OF 
VISION. 

Treatment  for  these  conditions  can  be  obtained  for 
children  under  five  years  of  age  in  the  same  way  as  for 
school  children. 

HOME  HELPS. 

Home  helps  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  when 
necessary  during  pregnancy  of  a mother  where  young 
children  are  concerned  or  where  poverty  prevents 
assistance  being  obtained. 

TREATMENT  OF  SCHOOL  CHILDREN. 

TONSILS  AND  ADENOIDS. 

Arrangements  are  made  through  the  various  Hospitals 
in  the  County  for  operative  treatment  in  the  case  of 
children  with  enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoid  growths. 

DEFECTS  OF  VISION. 

Spectacles  are  provided  at  a low  charge  to  children 
who  come  from  the  Education  Committe’s  scheme  after 
refraction  by  one  of  the  Committee’s  oculists. 

Application  to  be  made  to  the  County  M.O.H.  for  free 
refraction  in  such  cases. 

The  undermentioned  Othphalmic  Specialist  has  been 
appointed  by  the  Education  Committee  to  assist  in  the 
diagnosis  and  treatment  of  difficult  cases  of  visual  defect 
or  disease: — Dr.  T.  H.  Cresswell,  3,  Lindum  Road,  Lincoln. 

DENTAL  TREATMENT. 

The  Education  Committee  provide  dental  treatment 
for  school  children. 

MINOR  AILMENTS. 

School  Clinics  for  minor  ailments  are  held  in  the 
market  towns. 

ORTHOPCEDIC  TREATMENT. 

PREVENTION  OF  CRIPPLING 

Patient  suffering  from  tubercolous  disease  of  the  bones 
and  joints,  and  infants  and  school  children  suffering 
from  crippling  defects  such  as  rickets,  infantile  and  other 
paralysis,  burn  contractures,  clubfoot  and  other  de- 
formities are  treated  under  the  County  Council’s  scheme. 

Patients  over  16  years  of  age  not  suffering  from 
Tuberculosis  are  not  treated  under  the  scheme. 

Mr.  Ed.  J.  Bilcliffe.  F.R.C.S.,  of  Lincoln,  is  orthopoedic 
surgeon. 

VENEREAL  DISEASE. 

Clinics  for  the  treatment  of  Venereal  Disease  have 
been  established  at  Lincoln  at  Beaumont  Manor, 
Beaumont  Fee — For  Men:  Mondays  and  Thursdays  at 
5 p.m.  Women:  Mondays  at  10  a.m.,  Thursdays  9.45  a.m. 

Irrigation  Clinics  by  arrangment. 

Wasserman  Outfits  may  be  obtained  from  Dr.  A.  S. 
Plant.  38.  Queen  Street,  Grimsby,  to  whom  all  specimens 
should  be  sent  for  examination.  Patients  in  poor  circum- 
stances may  have  their  travelling  expenses  defrayed  to 
the  nearest  clinic. 

In-patient  hospital  treatment  for  Venereal  Disease  can 
be  obtained  in  exceptional  cases. 

ARTIFICIAL  SUNLIGHT. 

Artificial  Sunlight  clinics  have  been  established  for  the 
treatment  of  patients  referred  from  Tuberculosis  Dispen- 
saries, School  Clinics  and  Infant  Welfare  Centres. 
Treatment  is  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Council’s  medical  staff. 


AMBULANCE  FACILITIES  FOR  INFECTIOUS  CASES. 

There  is  no  ambulance  provided  for  these  cases,  since 
we  have  not  an  Infectious  Disease  Hospital  of  our  own 
which  to  take  them  to.  Any  cases  requiring  .removal  to 
Osgodby  Isolation  Hospital  are  taken  in  the  ambulance 
provided  by  this  Institution. 

FOR  NON-INFECTIOUS  CASES  AND  ACCIDENT 
CASES. 

An  ambulance,  provided  by  the  Red  Cross,  is  kept  at 
Friskney’s  Garage,  West  Street,  Horncastle,  partly  sup- 
ported by  voluntary  contributions,  and  is  available  for 
cases  of  disease  or  accidentsent  sent  to  the  Lincoln 
County,  to  Horncastle  War  Memorial,  or  other  Hospital. 

DEVELOPMENTS  UNDER  PUBLIC  ASSISTANCE 
COMMITTEES. 

The  old  Horncastle  Institution  has  now  been  replaced 
by  Children’sHomes,  where  Lindsey  children  who  were 
previously  boarded  out  or  cared  for  in  other  Institutions 
have  been  brought  under  control.  The  Homes  are  very 
comfortable  and  well  fitted  out,  and  at  present  accom- 
modate about  130  children. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

This  question  is  still  meeting  with  close  consideration 
by  the  Council,  and  I beleive  that  the  Council  explore 
every  possible  sourse  to  supply  the  area  with  pure  water 
if  such  can  be  obtained  at  a reasonable  cost.  Though  it 
would  seem  obvious  that  this  is  almost  impossible  unless 
a very  considerable  proportion  of  the  cost  can  be  obtained 
by  means  of  outside  grants. 

It  would  be  little  short  of  scandalous  if  such  an  urgent 
scheme  were  to  be  held  up  indefinatly,  if  such  grants 
were  not  forthcoming  in  the  very  near  future. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 

The  Bain  and  its  tributaries  are  the  only  rivers  and 
streams  in  this  Area.  Running  as  they  do  through 
agricultural  land,  they  are  certainly  polluted  to  some 
extent. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  (PREVENTION  OF  TUBERCULOSIS 
REGULATIONS  1925). 

No  action  was  taken  or  nce'ded  under  the  above 
Regulations  in  1937. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT  1925,  SECTION  62. 

No  action  was  taken  or  neded  during  1937  for  an  order 
for  compulsory  removal  to  Hospital. 

OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM. 

One  case  was  reported  during  the  year. 

FOOD  INSPECTION,  &c. 

ADULTERATION. — The  Police  administer  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Acts  in  this  Area. 

CHEMICAL  AND  BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION 
OF  FOOD. 

Samples  of  Milk  ade  taken  by  the  Police  and  sent  to 
Sheffield  University  for  examination  for  Tuberculosis. 

Water  samples  are  sem  to  the  Clinical  Research  Associ- 
ation, Watergate  House,  Adelphi,  London,  W.C.,  and 
Messrs.  Battle,  Chemists,  Stonebow,  Lincoln — to  the 
former  if  we  want  a bacteriological  examination,  and  to 
the  latter  if  wc  want  a chemical  examination  only. 

PREVENTION  OF  BLINDNESS. 

No  action  has  been  taken  under  Section  66  of  the 
Public  Health  Amendment  Act  1937.  Infants  suffering 
from  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  are  treated  by  nurses  sent 
out  by  the  County  Council  under  the  direction  of  their 
own  medical  attendant. 

HOUSING. 

Twenty-three  houses  have  been  erected  by  the  Council 
to  abate  overcrowding,  and  to  replace  condemmed  houses. 

Nineteen  houses  have  either  been  erected  already  or 
are  in  process  of  erection  by  private  enterprise. 

In  my  opinion  we  still  require  many  more  houses  and  in 
particular  I think  there  are  very  many  “ unfit  ” houses 
throughout  the  neighbourhood  which  should  be  demol- 
ished and  replaced,  and  I would  urge  that  a higher 
building  standard  be  adopted  by  the  Council  when  con- 
sidering these  old  insanitary  dwellings. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

I have  to  record  a further  drop  in  the  number  of  new 
cases  reported — 6 Pulmonary  cases  and  0 Non-Pulmonary 
cases.  This  is  very  gratifying,  representing  a drop  of  3 
from  last  year.

Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  forty-first  Annual 
Report  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1937. 

HOUSING. 

The  question  of  housing  still  requires  a lot  of  consider- 
ation and  although  16  houses  are  in  the  course  of  erection 
to  abate  overcrowding  and  replace  unfit  houses  there  is 
still  a big  need  for  further  houses  in  the  District. 
Difficulties  have  arisen  through  the  scattered  nature  of 
these  cases  with  the  result  that  suitable  sites  have  been 
hard  to  obtain. 

Plans  have  been  approved  for  19  houses  to  be  erected 
in  the  District  by  private  enterprise. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  scheme  for  supplying  Wragby,  East  and  West 
Barkwith  continues  to  be  a great  boon.  Difficulty  again 
arose  in  the  South  and  West  parts  of  the  District  through 
the  shortage  of  water  and  it  was  necessary  to  cart  water 
to  Bucknall  and  the  surrounding  parishes  for  a short 
period.  Enquiries  were  made  into  a scheme  for  supplying 
Bucknall  from  Welton  R.D.C.  but  owing  to  the  heavy  cost 
it  had  to  be  left  in  abeyance. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 

Inspection  of  the  19  slaughterhouses  has  been  carried 
out  when  in  the  vicinity  of  each  and  only  a single  com- 
ulaint  has  had  to  be  dealt  with. 

DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS. 

This  important  part  of  the  work  has  received  good 
attention  having  regard  to  the  time  that  can  be  allowed 
to  it,  the  improvement  in  the  construction  and  cleanliness 
continues. 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

Few  complaints  have  been  received  and  on  the  whole 
premises  are  well  maintained. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

18  rooms  have  been  disinfected  for  infectious  disease 
and  tuberculosis.  4 rooms  have  also  been  stripped  and 
cleansed.
